FOREWORD 


The  separate  report  of  the  Reconstruction  Unit  of  the  New  York 
Post-GraJuate  Medical  School  and  Hospital  for  the  year  1934  is 
presented  herewith. 

The  result  of  the  year's  operations  shows  that  a  high  standard 
of  service  has  been  maintained  and  that,  particularly  in  the  teaching 
field,  the  Unit  has  shown  increased  usefulness.  That  the  census  has 
decreased  somewhat  is  explainable  by  the  continued  falling  oS  in 
business  activity  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  The  depression 
is  also  accountable  for  the  decrease  in  contributions.  The  necessity 
for  additional  funds  is  a  difliculty  common  to  most  private  hos- 
pitals of  the  city,  and  serious  thought  must  be  given  to  this  problem 
by  the  executives  and  boards  of  directors  of  private  hospitals,  not 
only  to  meet  current  expenses  but  also  to  take  care  of  deferred 
maintenance  which  is  rapidly  mounting. 

The  Committee  acknowledges  its  gratitude  to  the  loyal  friends 
who  have  continued  their  support  during  the  past  year  and  acknowl- 
edges its  indebtedness  to  the  staff  and  administrative  officers  of  the 
Unit  for  their  unremitting  care  in  the  operation  of  the  hospital.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
RECONSTRUCTION  HOSPITAL  UNIT 


For  the  Reconstruction  Unit,  as  for  the  larger  unit  of  the  New 
York  Post-Graduate,  the  past  year  was  very  critical  because  of  much- 
diminished  income.  However,  the  quality  of  the  service  and  the 
morale  of  the  staff  have  been  well  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

Obviously  no  major  changes  or  improvements  could  be  attempted. 
However,  the  buildings  have  been  kept  in  good  repair  and  in  minor 
respects  rendered  more  serviceable.  Refrigeration  has  been  im- 
proved, and  new  refrigerators  installed  in  two  locations.  The  oper- 
ating room  has  been  entirely  replastered  and  repainted,  and  the 
living  quarters  of  the  hospital  resident  personnel  have  been  exten- 
sively renovated.  The  occupational  therapy  layout  has  been  altered 
and  new  equipment  added  to  permit  the  placing  of  greater  emphasis 
on  the  curative  features  of  the  work. 

RESTRICTIONS  IN  THE  SERVICES 

Owing  to  economic  stress,  it  was  found  advisable  to  close  the 
first  floor  to  patients.  The  fourth  floor  has  been  used  chiefly  as  a 
convalescent  ward.  These  restrictions  are  regarded  as  temporary, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  hospital  will  soon  be  running  again  at 
capacity. 

SPECIAL  FEATURES 

In  a  hospital  so  largely  devoted  to  traumatic  surgery,  it  is  not 
surprising  to  find  that  special  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  Physical 
Therapy  and  the  Occupational  Therapy  Departments.  Recovery  is 
markedly  hastened,  as  well  as  rendered  more  complete,  by  these 
aids  to  the  work  of  the  surgeon.  The  work  of  each  of  these  divisions 
is  being  increasingly  appreciated. 

ATTENDANCE 

The  effects  of  the  depression  are  more  evidenced  in  the  attend- 
ance record  than  in  any  other  particular.  Both  the  in-patient  and 
the  out-patient  services  have  suffered,  the  former  being  more 
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markedly  affected.  This  will  become  evident  in  the  tables  that  fol- 
low:

REPORT  OF  THE  SURGICAL  DIRECTOR  OF 
RECONSTRUCTION  HOSPITAL  UNIT 


At  the  end  of  the  four  years  that  have  elapsed  since  the  merging 
of  the  New  York  Post-Graduate  and  the  Reconstruction  Hospital, 
it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  work  at  the  Reconstruction  Hos- 
pital Unit  is  being  carried  on  with  renewed  zeal  and  interest.  The 
professional  staff  is  harmonious,  cooperative,  and  diligent,  and  its 
members  are  acquiring  added  experience  by  which  they  are  becom- 
ing increasingly  well  fitted  to  practice  this  growing  specialty  of 
traumatic  surgery,  the  care  of  the  injured. 

CLINICAL  WORK 

The  statistics  will  show  that,  from  the  standpoint  of  volume  of 
work  done,  we  have  shared  in  the  depression,  mainly  because  of 
lessened  employment  in  the  building  industries.  There  has  been 
no  falling  off,  however,  in  the  quality  of  service;  on  the  contrary, 
there  has  been  constant  improvement,  so  that  our  hospital  continues 
to  stand  as  an  exponent  of  the  best  practices  in  traumatic  surgery. 

Our  Tuesday  morning  staff  rounds  and  monthly  Clinical  Society 
meetings  continue  to  enlist  the  loyal  support  and  interest  of  our 
own  group  and  of  many  visitors,  some  of  whom  are  from  Europe 
and  South  America. 

We  have  added  a  third  member  to  our  resident  staff,  and  as  a 
result  the  emergency  service  has  been  improved. 

TEACHING 

We  take  great  pride  in  the  teaching  advantages  of  our  service. 
Our  seminar  week  in  traumatic  surgery  was  given  in  the  spring 
and  fall  to  the  largest  group  of  students  that  we  have  ever  had  the 
privilege  of  instructing.  The  attendance  indicates  definite  apprecia- 
tion of  the  teaching  value  of  our  service.  The  seminar  courses  will 
be  continued  in  May  and  October  of  1934. 

Members  of  the  staff  have  delivered  many  addresses  in  adjacent 
and  distant  cities,  and  in  addition  continue  to  give  special  courses 
in  traumatic  surgery  at  the  invitation  of  the  State  Medical  Society. 
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Our  monthly  publication  Traumatology  was  first  issued  in  March, 
1933,  and  has  been  a  great  success.  It  narrates  in  detail  each  month 
some  striking  injury  met  in  our  practice  at  Reconstruction,  and 
pertinent  literature  is  abstracted.  It  is  strictly  a  staff  project,  and  is 
financed  entirely  by  our  staff  fund.  It  is  sent  free  of  charge  to 
those  on  our  growing  mailing  list,  made  up  of  former  and  prospec- 
tive matriculates  and  of  those  especially  mterested  in  our  type  of 
work. 

APPRECIATION 

It  is  with  great  appreciation  that  we  acknowledge  the  interested 
support  of  the  professional  staff  and  of  the  administrative  officers. 
Without  such  aid  our  institution  could  not  function.

REPORT  OF  THE 
OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY  DEPARTMENT 
OF  RECONSTRUCTION  HOSPITAL  UNIT 


Occupational  therapy,  as  the  term  implies,  is  treatment  by  occu- 
pation, whether  the  occupation  is  given  for  some  definite  physical 
exercise,  or  for  mental  well-being.  The  former  type  we  call  cura- 
tive; the  latter,  diversional,  although  it  is  just  as  definitely  treatment 
as  the  curative  type. 

Curative  work  is  given  only  on  the  prescription  of  a  physician. 
It  is  a  means  of  obtaining  the  necessary  active  exercise  for  restora- 
tion of  function  following  a  disability,  and  of  eliminating,  as  far 
as  possible,  the  mental  inhibition  of  the  patient  to  exercise.  Every- 
thing we  do  or  make  gives  exercise  to  some  part  of  the  body.  Thus 
craftwork  is  analyzed  and  applied  so  as  to  give  the  specific  grade 
of  exercise  needed  by  any  particular  patient. 

Although  it  is  possible  to  do  a  little  curative  work  with  the  in- 
patients, this  type  of  treatment  is  more  largely  applicable  to  out- 
patients. Work  with  the  in-patients,  many  of  whom  are  in  casts 
or  traction,  is  of  the  so-called  diversional  type,  its  object  being 
largely  to  maintain  mental  health  and  to  keep  up  the  morale  of  the 
patients  during  long  hospitalization.  Work  is  begun  while  they  are 
in  bed  and  is  continued  in  the  workshop  when  they  become  am- 
bulatory. 

VOLUME  OF  WORK 

During  the  past  year,  91  patients  were  referred  for  curative 
treatment,  and  1,451  treatments  were  given  them.  Seventy-four  of 
these  patients  were  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  they  received 
1,267  treatments.  The  remaining  17  were  in-patients  who  received 
184  treatments.  Seventeen  of  the  patients  in  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment were  transferred  from  the  in-patient  service.  There  were 
also  98  in-patients  in  the  hospital  doing  diversional  work  for  parts 
of  968  days. 

If  the  patient  wants  the  article  he  makes,  he  may  have  it  for  the 
cost  of  the  materials;  otherwise  it  is  sold  to  help  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  the  department.    Two  sales  were  held  during  the  year, 
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one  at  the  Junior  League  headquarters  and  one  at  the  hospital. 
With  the  receipts  from  these  sales  and  from  individual  articles  sold 
through  the  year,  we  have  more  than  covered  the  amount  spent 
for  materials. 

The  Christmas  party  was  given  as  usual  for  the  clinic  children 
and  the  in-patients. 

THE  JUNIOR  LEAGUE 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  help  given  us  by  the  Junior 
League  as  an  organization  and  by  its  members  and  individuals. 
We  now  have  three  of  their  members  serving  as  volunteers.

REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE 

The  continued  industrial  depression  compelled  more  sick  and 
suffering  persons  to  seek  the  aid  of  hospitals  and  clinics  during  the 
year  1933  than  ever  before.  In  normal  times,  patients  come  to 
hospitals  and  out-patient  departments  primarily  with  a  medical 
problem  and  are  potential  social  problems.  The  present  condition 
of  economic  insecurity  reverses  this  situation;  stress  of  circum- 
stances makes  the  social  problem  paramount.  These  patients  need 
and  must  have  the  attention  of  the  social  service  worker  more  than 
ever  before  in  order  to  alleviate  their  medical  problems. 

The  demand  for  free  medical  care  greatly  increased  over  that 
during  1932,  when  678  financial  adjustments  were  made  as  com- 
pared with  952  in  1933.  Much  time  was  spent  on  making  read- 
justments for  patients  unable  to  bear  the  financial  strain  of  prolonged 
treatment,  and  considerable  assistance  was  given  to  them  by  the 
Social  Service  Committee  Fund  in  order  to  enable  them  to  continue 
treatment  to  effect  a  cure. 

The  Social  Service  Department  continued  this  year,  as  it  has 
done  for  many  years,  to  play  the  important  role  of  providing  surgical 
appliances,  orthopedic  shoes,  glasses,  crutches  and  canes  for  every 
needy  patient  who  could  not  afford  to  pay  for  this  necessary  equip- 
ment. These  contributions  to  the  patients'  medical  treatment  made 
by  the  Social  Service  Committee  Fund,  and  innumerable  other  con- 
tributions made  to  their  social  treatment,  have  lessened  the  strain 
for  many  families  during  the  year. 

We  record  with  appreciation  a  contribution  of  dental  work  valued 
at  one  hundred  dollars  made  by  Dr.  Irving  Beach,  of  our  staff, 
for  one  of  the  social  service  patients. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  all  the  social  agencies  for  their  prompt 
action  and  help  when  our  cases  were  referred  to  them.  We  extend 
our  sincerest  appreciation  to  our  many  friends  who  have  helped  in 
so  many  ways  to  make  the  work  of  the  year  possible.
